remained in that condition he docs not 
know, but his sense of living again came 
over liim when he heard a scraping on 
bis coflin lid some little time after he 
bad been buried, Mr. Hayward is a 
man C9 years of age. He related his 
burial and resurrection with the ancon- 
cern of a man who does not fear death. 


"It was in Marshalville, England, 


County liloneestershire, where 1 was 
bnried," said Mr Hayvrard very grim- 
ly 
'My father had a large family of 


boys, and he raised ns all ou the farm 
near the village. Cue day a farm hauct 
accidentally struck me oa tbe head with 
a pitchfork, "1 was soon iu bed, and m 
two weeks my eyes closed iu what was 
supposed to be death, yet 1 was conscious 
of every movement round me, and was 
eveu able to open my eyes enough to see 
many things. 


"As soou as the undertaker arrived I 


know that 1 was to be bnried alive Try 
as I would nothing could break the spell 
which bound me. Every action aud ev- 
ery word spoken are as distinct to my 
miiid now as then. The undertaker ap- 
proached aud the lid of my little prison 
house was fastened dowu. Life seemed 
all but gone when this took place, but, 
aa 1 stated, no effort of mine could 
break the spoil The coffin was shoved 
into thewauou, aud the trundling of the 
vehicle sonneted iu my furs. 


"I was conscious of tho fact that I 


was soou to bo lowered into my grave 
Strange as it may seem, at tiuios I did 
uot feel fear at my impending fata The 
cofflu was tukeu out of the wagou aud 
lowered into the grave. 


"Iu those days boxes were uot used 


as a receptacle for the coftiu. The clods 
of earth fell heavy ou the hd of the cas- 
ket. There I was being entombed alive, 
unable to speak or stay the hands of my 
friends. 


"My effort to move proved futile, and 


tho elossO air of the coflin seemed titiflmg 
to me. Suddenly tho shoveling cesised, 
and the silence of the tomb was com- 
plete. I did not seem to inxvo tlio four 
that a person wouUl naturally expect 
under such circumstances. 


"All I remember is that the grave is 


a lonely place, and thf> silence of the 
tomb was horribly oppressive. A dreamy 
sensation came over me, aud a sense of 
suffocation became app;ireiit. My whole 
system was paralyzed; were it other 
wise uiv struggles would havo beeu des- 
perate. 


"How long I remained in this condi- 


tion I do uot know. The first s'juse of 
returning life came over me when i 
hoard the scraping of a spado ou my cof- 
fin lid.

I row taken out of my coffiu, 
not to my home, bnt to a dissecting 
room.

iiig forward throagh the royal portal 
and across tho raised platform in tho 
rear of the stage, did literally "enter 
from the palace" and did "descend the 
palace steps" to the "public place" 
where Creou raid tho priests avraitec 
him. It was a direct re\ersal of tho or- 
dinary effect iu the ordinary theater, 
where the play 1* '=es in realism because 
a current of necessarily appreciated but 
purposely rejected antagonistic fact un 
derrnus tho conventional illusion and 
compels us tu perceive that the palace 
is but painted canvas, and even on the 
largest stage only four or five times as 
high as the prince. Tho palace at Or 
anye, tuweriiif? np as though it won! 
tonch the very heuvcus and obviously 
of veritable .-.tone, was a mtwt peremp 
tory reality.

In the very midst 
of the solemn denunciation of CEdipus 
by Tiresius, tho long white beard of the 
blind prophet suddenly was blown up- 
ward so that his face was hidden and 
his utterance choked by it, and tho mo- 
mentary pause, while he raised his hand 
slowly, aiul calmly freed his face from 
this change covering, made a dramatic 
break in his discourse, and added to it a 
naturalness which vividly intensified its 
solemn import. In like manner the final 
entry of CEdipus. coming from the pal- 
ace after blinding hiiiiht-lf, was made 
thrillingly real For a moment, as he 
caino upon the stage, the horror which 
ho had wrought upon himself — his 
ghastly eye^ockets, his blood stained 
faco—nvas visible, and then a gust of 
wind lifted his mantlo and flung it about 
his head so that all was concealed, and 
an exquisite pity for him was aroused— 
while ha struggled painfully to rid him- 
self of the inenmbraner—by the imposi- 
tion of this petty annoyance upon his 
mortal agony of body and of soul.—
